l*^' Participating with 41 other Am- 
crican and Canadian colleges the 
^: local debaters chalked up 14 wins 
^oul.ot 24 debates, thus placing well 
ramong the leading teams. This feat 
fis all the more noteworthy, it was 
Pfsaid, since most of the U.S. col- 
leges have debating departments in 
their faculties with a professional 
staff to train their debating teams. 
- In addition, the topic of the con- 
ference: "Resolved, that, the United 
States should nationalize basic non- 
, agricultural Induslrics'' ' was a na- 
tional topic — a topic that was 
, debated for a year at all the par- 
11, nticipating American coliegés. 

^The 12 members of the debating 
crew were divided into six pairs; 
iï^'four men and two woman. These 
^Nwere. in turn halves with one tak- 
ing the affirmative on the topic, 
the other the negative. A break- 
down of the 14 victories in terms 
of pairs shows the men's.' teams on 
ithe affirmative took four of eight 
debates, the negative five out of 
.'eight 

,: The women's pair on the affirma 
tlve took, two out of four contests 
while the negative won three out 
of four. Noting that moat of Mc- 
Gill's wins were made mostly on 
the' negative column, ,the side con- 
sidered more difficult, the confer- 
ence Judges wcreftj^jyjaiberal In 
their praise for theMMmVichleve- 
nients. It was said. 

The chief aim of the Vermont 
Conference was to improve dcbat- 
ing techniques. In this respect the 
^j; )McGillcrs profited immensely. 
^^Worklng under considerable pres- 
'•iiaure to reach the same level ol 
•preparation and knowledge of . the 
i jather colleges, McGill picked up all 
't the pointers it could to improve ils 
'.technique and' style, according to 
p|iht advisors who accompanied the 
p'team, Prof. Cecil Currie, Prof. 
Constance Bercsford-Howe and Isa- 
lore Rosenfeld. , 
Social activities were not for- 
gotten at Vermont Dances, .teas 
''iand a gala banquet took place at 
the conclusion of debating activities 
where color McGill. blazers mingled 
with the cadets' uniforms from An- 
napolis and West Point . ' . • 
All that remains Is to, apply the 
knowledge acquired at Vermont to 
local debating activities and thus 
improve the already High standard 
that the McGill Debating Society 
has achieved, a spokesmen.

As Others See It 



INTELLECTUAL CHILDREN? 



An autographed copy of Vol- 
taire's 'IHenrlaâe" dedicated to the 
Protestant , iQueen of England, srl- 
glnal coplea of "Speculum Mundi" 
dating fiom U76, and first editions 
of Rabelais' works, are nmong the 
8,000 volumes In the Blbllothcca Os- 
lerlana located ' In the Mc<lical 
Bulldmg. 

This library represents the col- 
lection of Sir William Osier whose 
catalogue "Qlbliotheca Oslerlaiia" 
was published In 1020. It contains 
a list of all his books divided Into 
eisht sections. The first, which nc 
cilled ihe Blbllotheca Prima, con- 
tains the works of the great con 
trlbutors to science from HipfJ 
crates to Roentgen. 

The completion of his catalogue 
was accomplished after Sir Wll 
Uam'a death In 1910 by Mr. L. L. Mac- 
kali of Savannah, Dr. ^Vrchibild 
Mallock, McGlll, Mr. R. H. Hill, of 
the Bodleian, and Dr. W. W. Fran^ 
els, curator of the Osier Library. 
Rare Encyclopedia 

Among the oldest printed books 
in the collection are three of the 
six volumes of the Speculum Mundl 
(Mirror of the World.' They arc 
the first printed coplea of this en- 
cyclopedia of the Middle Ages. It 
contains all the knowledgn of that 
time compiled by Vincent do Beau 
vais. One ot the volumes is about 
eight Inches thick, covered with 
oik ooards and printed on excellciil 
piper. It weighs about 30 pounds. 

When Sir William acquired this

In no way do 
these resemble the "sheepskins" of 
our unlversiliesr Completely hand- 
written, they are In the form of a 
book and in the beginning of some 
of them Is a painted portrait of the 
graduate student. Two of there 
documents from the University ol' favorite books 



Pàdua still have the three original 
wax seal sttached by a silken cord. 
They are the seals of the Unlveridy 
of Padua, the City of Venice, and 
the student's national seal. Each 
seal is in an Individual metal box 
covered with beautifully tooled 
leather. 

Early Copies 
In an alcove at the far end of 
the room are four large book-cases 
which contain Sir William's favour- 
ites. One cue on the left, holds all 
the early editions of Burton's Ana- 
tomy of Melancholy, which was his 
first choice. The earliest copy 
(1621) K'longed to Alexander Bai 
well, the grandfather of James 
fioswcll, Johnson's Biographer. An 
other of the four cases holds all the 
copies of Sir Thomas Browne's Ke< 
llgio Medlel, which Sir William de- 
scribed as his "life-long mentor' 
dir^these shelves reals a copy of 
Brown's Um Burial, which is slju- 
ed by his son with tho author's 
autographed corrections. , In ' the 
fourth cfve in this alcove are many 
copies of Rabelais. Amongst these 
is the first dated ^edition . (IS5») ' of 
Rabelais' works,' '■and^'much more 
Rabelaisian lore including the 
complete studies of Rabelais So- 
ciety of Paris. 

Library Open to All 
Thesa books are a siirine to a 
famous physician, pathologist, and 
scholar; but they are available to 

us all. As Sir William said, 'The 
Library is for the use of students 
of the history of science and medi- 
cine, without any other qualifica- 
tions, and particularly for my 
Fre|)ch - Canadian colleagues, who 
will find it rich in the best of 
French literature." 

Between these cabinets contain- 
ing his own works and his favorite 
authors, at the far end of the 
library, is a panel holding a bronze 
bas-reiicf of Sir William Osier, our 
benefactor. Behind this panel lie 
the ashes of the man to whom this 
library is dedicated, where he 
wished to rest, surrounded by his 
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Determination

to feel thatrttnieEds more organiza' 
tton and supervision, so that the 
student, who- Is- conceived as an 
Innocent late-adolescent, will not 
be harmed by the excitement of 
thinking and acting for himself. 
.A whole host of the uninformed 
have accordingly risen to form 
themselves as an over-all American 
Committee dedicated to protecting 
American college students from 
themselves, and to preventing liva- 
ly growth in their political and so- 
cial maturity.

bers who arc responsible for the 
formal organization of the college 
program. 

It Is because of the lack of close 
relation between ail the planners, 
academic and non-academic, and 
the acting, thinkingi^ilearnlng stu- 
dent in . each college, that tHe stu- 
dent has not been given the re 
sponslbility he is ready to take. He 
s presented with education already 
systematically organized into cred- 
its, units, grades, majors, courses, 
curricula, lectures, tests, mimeo- 
graphed sheets, grade-point aver- 
ages, and other educational preven- 
tatives. .The American student Is 
acordlngly over-organized. Under 
the present system of mass educa- 
tion it seems possible thai he may 
disappear Into' the organization, and 
become lost as an' individual. 

The story of student life In Am- 
erica is one of gradual émancipa- 
lion from the intellectual and so- 
cial controls of the e'ducational sys- 
tem, and from economic circum- 
stances which have prevented the 
wider spread of highÉr^ adiicàtiôn 
for all.
